Senator Styles Bridges, senior 
Republican member of the Sen- 
ate, who died yesterday.

was 63 years old. 

Senator Bridges’s body will lie 
in state in the State House Hall 
of Flags tomorrow and Wednes- 
day. 

A private funeral service for 
the immediate family only will 
be held at 11 a.m. tomorrow at 
the East Concord Congregational 
Church. Senator Bridges’s of- 
fice said he ‘‘died peacefully in 
his sleep at 5 a.m. in his Con- 
cord home from complications 
arising from a severe coronary 
attack suffered Sept. 20.” 

He was the second leader of 
Congress to die in 10 days. House 
Speaker Sam Rayburn died Nov. 
16. 

Senator Bridges’s death was 
not likely to change the present 
partisan lineup in the Senate, 
but a liberal-conservative strug- 
gle to choose a successor in the 
Senate Republican leadership 
appeared possible when Congress 
reconvenes in January. 

Tribute by Kennedy. 

President Kennedy led -lead- 
ers in public life in tributes to 
the chairman of the Senate Re- 
publican Policy Committee, 
ranking G.O.P. member of the 
Appropriations Committee and 
second ranking Republican be- 
hind Senator Leverett Salton- 
stall, (Rep.), Massachusetts) on 
the Armed Services Committee.

Out in Moscow on 


Eve of Three- Power 


Geneva Conference. 


MOSCOW, Nov. 27 (UPI)—The 
Soviet Union, after exploding 
about 50 nuclear devices, asked 
the United States, Britain and 
France today to agree to a ‘‘new 
approach”’ on ending al! nuclear 
weapons tests. 

The Russians, for the first 
time, also asked France to join 
the three-power test ban talks 
that resume tomorrow in Ge- 
neva. 

The Soviet Foreign Ministry 
issued copies of the Kremlin's 
latest draft plan to foreign cor- 
respondents this afternoon. 

The Soviet-proposed ban would 
apply to all tests—in the atmos- 
phere, outer space, underground 
and underwater. 

Invitation to France. 

“The time has come to invite 
France to take part in the nu- 
clear test ban talks,”’ the. For- 
— eign Ministry said. 

It added that the success of 
the Geneva talks ‘undoubtedly 
would be facilitated’ if nuclear 
nations agree not to conduct 
tests during the talks. But if any 
of them do, including France, 
the ministry said, the Soviet 

nion reserves the right to fol- 
low suit. 

France has never been a party 
to the oft-disrupted Geneva test 
ban talks that began in October 
1958. Until the Russians resumed 
nuclear tests last Sept. 1, only 
France of the world nuclear 
powers conducted tests during 


the three-year Geneva testing 
moratorium, 

The Soviet draft called, as 
before, for a control system 


linked to an agr€ement on gen- 
eral and total disarmament. 


Highlights of Proposal. 
The draft agreement contained 
these specific points: 

1. The parties to the agree- 
ment will not carry out any 
kind of nuclear and thermo- 
nuclear tests in the atmos- 
phere, outer space or under 
water. 

2. The states involved will 
use ‘‘national systems’’ for de- 
tecting nuclear and thermonu- 
clear explosions. 

3. No states will carry out 
any underground nuclear tests 
before they agree on a control 
system that would be part of 
an international control system 
for an agreement on general 
and total disarmament. 

4. The agreement would be 
signed by the Soviet Union, 
United States, Britain and 
France, and would be ‘‘open 
for adherence by all states.” 
The proposal was delivered to 
the press but the embassies im- 
mediately involved — the Brit- 
ish, American and French — 
were not called in. Neutral na- 
tions, however, were invited to 
send representatives to the For- 
eign Office for a fill-in on the 
proposal. 


Possible Strategy. 


(The Associated Press said 
that the first Western reaction 
in Moscow was that it was 
aimed to end atmospheric tests 
now that the Russians had com- 
pleted theirs and would tie up 
underground tests for an indef- 
inite period until an agreement 
could be reached on means of 
detecting them. 

(That amounted to giving the 
Soviet Union a virtual veto over 
the kind of tests the United 
States is now carrying out. The 
United States says it will con- 
tinue underground tests regard- 
less of the resumption of nego- 
tiations at Geneva. 

(In Washington, State Depart- 
ment spokesman Lincoln White 
said the United States has a 
number of questions about the 
Russian draft and ‘‘will await a 
further explanation of the Soviet 
Union’s position when the Gen- 
eva conference resumes its ses- 
sions tomorrow.’’)

“Time and again,’”’ he said, 
‘‘we have received a reminder 
of what our good requires and it 
should now be time to end the 
unrealistic politicking based on 


personal benefits that has al- 
ready led its adherents to a 
dead end.’’ 


Cannot Be Accepted. 


This was an allusion to Fin 
land’s Social Democrats. The 
President and other leaders of 
his ruling Agarian party have 
made it clear that the Social 
Democrats cannot be accepted 
into the government until ‘they 
purge themselves of the leaders 
the Russians cannot abide. 

“When they retire from the 
stage,’ Kekkonen said, ‘‘they 
know they will be fulfilling tne 
highest duty of a citi:zen—-sate- 
guarding the security of their 
fatherland.”’ 

Besides Tanner, others dis 
liked by Russia are Vaino 
Leskinen, a leading member of 
the party's executive commitice; 
Kaarlo Pitsinki, the party s sec- 
retary, and Olavi iindblom, the 
vice chairman. Others include 
two members of the Swedish 
People’s party, at least one Con- 
servative party member, and 
Veikko Vennamo, the only mem- 
ber of parliament from the 


Small Farmers party. 

All were prominent in the now 
disintegrating five-party alliance 
that pushed the presidential can- 
didacy of Kekkonen’s rival, 
Olavi Honka. Honka announced 
his withdrawal from the race in 
the national interest when Kek- 
konen was in Novosibirsk. 

None of these leaders has any 
aspirations to change Finnish 
foreign policy, the president

seized while on a Venezuelan 
domestic flight between the 
cities of Caracas, the capital, 
and Maracaibo. The kidnapers 
forced the crew to fly over 
Caracas while they dropped 


anti-government pamphlets. Ven- 
ezuelan authorities described the 
hijackers as Communists. 

The plane was given quick 
clearance when its crew asked 
for permission to land _ here 
Curacao, a Dutch _ possession, 
has long been a favorite refuge 
for Venezuelan political exiles. 

(The Associated. Press said 
two Venezuelan Air Force bomb- 
ers took off to intercept the 
plane after the pilot reported he 
was being forced at pistol point 
to change his course. They failed 
to catoh up, however. 

(The A.P. said the hijackers 
surrendered at Curacao and 
were being questioned. It quoted 
an Avensa spokesman as saying 
they were Communists and pro- 


Castro ‘‘Fidelistas.’’) 
The incident almost exactly 
duplicated a hijacking carried 


out early this month by followers 


of Portuguese rebel Henrique 
Galvao. They seized a Portu- 
guese airliner for a leaflet raid 


on Lisbon and then ordered the 
crew to fly the plane to Tangiers. 
Galvao and six of his men were 
subsequently given political asy- 
lum in Brazil. 

Political tension has been run- 
ning high in Venezuela in recent 
weeks since the government 
severed diplomatic relations with 
Cuba.

against Ford Motor Co. over 
Ford's move into the spark plug 
and battery business through 
acquisitions from Electric Auto- 
lite Co. 


The suit was filed in United 
States district court in Detroit. 


A department spokesman said 
the suit asks the court to order 
Ford to divest itself of two man- 
ufacturing plants, sales facilities 
and the Autolite trade name it 
acquired last spring from the 
Electric Autolite Co. of Toledo. 


The Government charged that 
Ford’s acquisition could substan- 
tially decrease competition in 
the spark plug business and in 
other automobile parts. 

Ford purchased the Autolite 
trade name, the company’s 
spark plug plant at Fostoria, O., 
its battery plant at Owosso, 
Mich., and most of its sales or- 
ganization last April }2 

An April 4 letter to Electric 
Autolite stockholders, the Gov- 
ernment said, reported the firm 
received about $28,000,000 in the 
deal 

Electric Autolite had been one 
of the nation’s biggest indepen- 
dent suppliers of automobile 
parts. Autolite, the Champion 
Spark Plug Co., and General Ma 
tors produced more than 90 per 
cent of all spark plugs turned 
in this country last year, 
the government said.

Leader, Says, How- 
ever, That U.S. Must 
Aid Groups That 
Might Be Hurt.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 27— 
Union members were urged to- 
day by a leading American la- 
bor leader to support a liberal 
policy of world trade as the key 
to an expanding, 
ment economy. 

Al J. Hayes, 


full-employ- 


president of the 
AFL-CIO International Associa- 
tion of Machinists, keynoting 
the union’s world trade confer- 
ence here, said, however, that 
liberalization of tariffs, quotas 
and other barriers to world 
trade must be accompanied by 
a broad federal program to 
assist industries, communities 
and workers that might be hurt 
by such policies. 

Approximately 200 delegates 
from machinists’ lodges repre- 
senting about 1,000,000 employes 
in the United States and Canada 
are on hand here for the con- 
ference, first of its kind to be 
sponsored by an American 
union. The union’s members are 
employed in many industries di- 
rectly competitive with foreign 
m*nufacturers. 

Concern Over Foreign Trade. 


Hayes noted increased concern 
throughout the labor movement 
in the United States and Canada 
over the effect of foreign trade 
on jobs, wages and conditions. 
Some of this concern is justified, 
Hayes said, adding that the con- 
ference should seek to separate 
truth from propaganda and to 
discuss solutions that are in the 
neiional interest. 

The delegates, he said, should 
feshion policies that are ‘‘con- 
structive and recognize both the 
needs of our peoples and our in- 
terdependence on the world 
around us.”’ 

“Our function as a trade union 
is clear,’ Hayes said. “‘We have 
the responsibility to safeguard 
the interest of our membership in 
all economic matters. However, 
we know that our interests and 
the national interest must be in 
harmony. The moment we abdi- 
cate world markets and cut off 
the flow of trade to and from 
other nations, the Soviets will be 
ready and willing to fill the 
vacuum.” 

Low Wages No Cure. 

Hayes rejected the theory that 
high wages are driving United 
States and Canadian goods out 
of world markets and that the 
“cure’’ lies in holding down 
wages and slashing imports. 

“These cures,’ Hayes said, 
*‘would no more solve the prob- 
lems raised by _ international 
trade than would the destruction 
of all machines cure the prob- 
lems raised by automation.”’ 

Continuing deficits in the 
United States balance of pay- 
ments have not been caused by 
high wages here, the union lead- 
er said. This is proved, he said, 
by the fact that year after year 
tne United States has been sell- 
ing more goods than it buys on 
world markets. Last year, Hayes 
said, when there was a balance 
of payments deficits of $3,900,- 
000,000, the United States showed 
a trade surplus of nearly 
$5,000 000,000. 

To find the reasons for balance 
of payments deficits, Hayes said, 
it would be necessary to look 
beyond domestic wages to 
United States spending on armed 
forces, bases, diplomatic . and 
economic missions abroad, tour- 
ist spending, capital invested by 
American corporations abroad 

‘and to the money expended on 
foreign aid to combat Commu- 
nist infiltration in underdevel- 
oped countries of Africa, Asia 
and South America. 

Hit With Competition. 

Hayes suggested re-examina- 
tion of policies under which 
American capital is being in- 
vested abroad, stating that ‘‘we 
are being hit with competition, 
not only from foreign producers, 
but from American management 
producing in other countries.” 

Hayes said that American in- 
vestment in underdeveloped 
countries is desirable. 

“But,” he went on, ‘when 
American producers use special 
tax benefits to expand into areas 
already heavily industrialized, or 
when they expand into an area 
solely for the purpose of exploit- 
int a cheap labor supply, then 
this amounts to no more than an

FRENCH GENERAL FORCED

PARIS, Nov. 27 (AP)—Marshal 
Alphonse Juin, a critic of the 
government’s policies in Algeria, 
made a speech yesterday on the 
French army and said he had 
altered the text at the govern- 
ment’s request. 

“IT had already written this 
speech when they asked me to 
submit it to them,” the former 
chairman of the joint chiefs of 
staff told an organization of re- 
serve officers, ‘I’m not in the 
habit of submitting my papers to 
pawns, but I finally gave in. 

“I sweetened up what I was 
going to say about the moral 
crisis of the army, which con- 
tained criticisms of the Ministry 
of Defense.”’ 

The conclusion of the speech 
was that ‘“‘the government should 
apply all its efforts to re-estab- 
lish the morale of a disunited 
army, in a climate’ of national 
union, and by the most humane 
methods.”’

OF CONGRESS CUT

NEW YORK, Nov. 27 (AP). — 
Edward R. Murrow criticized 
Congress yesterday for not giv- 
ing his United States Information 
Agency more money, 

The former Columbia Broad- 
casting System vice president 
said Congress had appropriated 
only $115,500,000. This, he said, 
was less than had been request- 
ed, less than the cost of a single 
Polaris-missile submarine -and 
short of the $125,000,000 the Rus- 
sians spend yearly to jam his 
agency’s Voice of America radio 
broadcasts. 

The USIA asked Congress for 
$141,230,000 for the 12 months 
which began July 1. 

Murrow said the pattern of the 
Russians’ jamming showed the 
questions they were sensitive on, 

“In recent weeks,’’ Murrow 
said, “they have been jamming 
anything that has to do with Ber- 
lin, with nuclear testing, wah 
Laos, with the state of food pro- 
duction in the Soviet Union.” 

There have been times, he 
said, when they have mistakenly 
jammed United States broadcasts 
of Soviet foreign minister Andrei 
Gromyko speaking at the United 
Nations.

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y., Nov. 
27—Sweden urged the United Na- 
tions Political Committee today 
to adopt a resolution seeking an 
agreement among smal] nations 
not to produce, acquire or store 
nuclear. weapons from. other 
countries. The resolution is co- 
sponsored by Austria, Cambodia, 
Ceylon, Ethiopia, Libya, Sudan, 
Tunisia and Sweden. 

‘“‘What we want to obtain is an 
inquiry that could establish the 
conditions under which all states, 
not yet possessing nuclear wea- 
pons, would be willing to co-op- 
erate in preventing the further 
spread of nuclear weapons,” 
Rolf Edberg, Swedish spokes- 
man, told the committee. He 
thought ‘‘several countries” 
were ready to accept provisions 
of the resolution. 

Edberg pointed out that devas- 
tation with nuciear weapons 
eliminated the traditional theory 
that ‘‘the balance of terror’ 
tended to prevent war. He quot- 
ed President Kennedy’s phrase 
that such a precarious guarantee 


was ‘‘the” slenderest of all 
threads’ by which to cling to 
peace. 

“The spreading of nuclear 


weapons to more and more 
states would add considerably to 
the risk of accidents,’’ Edberg 
continued, “‘This also would in- 
crease the risk that such weap- 
ons would be used in local wars 
which, as a result of chain re- 
action that no one desires but 
which no one is capable of de- 
taining, may result in a general 
nuclear war.” 

The creation of a ‘‘non-nuclear 
club’’ would be a step toward 
expediting negotiations for gen- 


' eral and complete disarmament, 


he said. It would serve to pre- 
vent the ‘spread of atomic 
weapons pending the conclusion 
of agreements on wider disarma- 
ment, without altering the bal- 
ance of power between East and 
West.

The panel recommended two 
major reforms—appointment of 
deputy administrator to head 
special committee with full 
responsibility for all rule-mak- 
ing, and establishment of a spe- 
cialized inves t igative-enforce- 
ment staff separate from FAA’s 
regular inspectors. 

Halaby announced that he had 
set up a regulatory council to 
advise him on safety rule-making 
which will furnish a_ central 
forum for rule-making proce- 
dures, as the committee recom- 
mended. An FAA spokesman 
said the proposal for a special 
Corps. of enforcement officials 
was under consideration. 

Praises Operations. 

The report praised FAA's 
operations and said most of the 
agency’s troubles were due to 
“evolution too fast to be order- 
ly.” 

A sense of desperate urgency 
following several air disasters 
or influenced the first 
FAA chief, Elwood R. Quesada, 
into ak decisiveness and ac- 
tion that eventually led the 
agency into occasional _ineffi- 
ciency and unfairness, the re- 
port said. 

Some FAA regulations, the 
committee said, were put into 
effect without any real effort to 
consult with the segments of 
aviation to be regulated. 

“The agency,” it commented, 
“ought not to regulate under the 
guise of talking to itself — — — 

“Protection against ‘over-/| 
regulation,’ against stupid regula- 
tion, against inconsistent regula- 
tion, must largely come, if at 
all, from within the bureaucracy 
itself. This is especially true of 
the Federal Aviation Agency be- 
cause neither judges nor elected 
officials are likely to set aside 
actions taken in the name of air 
safety.” 

Too Many Violations. 

In criticizing FAA enforcement 
procedures, the report said that 
in Quesada’s first year, so many 
violation reports were filed that 
the enforcement machinery 
broke down. The situation has 
improved, the report said, but 
there still are too many Cases 
where a flyer or airline has 
been disciplined for a minor of- 
fense that occurred almost a 
year before. 

‘An agency which ultimately 
drops so many of the proceed- 
ings it starts, and which takes so 
long to lay a hand on those it 
does laboriously decide have 
violated the regulations, must 
expect the fairness of its system 
to be questioned,”’ the report 
said. 

One of the report’s harshest 
comments was directed against 
what it termed the FAA’s policy 
of ‘‘sentence first, verdict after- 
wards.” 

The report urged that except 
when accused waives a trial, the 
FAA should have to prove guilt 
in formal proceedings before it 
imposes punishment.

tion in federally aided housing has been submitted to President 


Kennedy for his signature. 


Informed officials said yesterday that the order was agreed 
on two weeks ago by an Administration working group.

that the President has not signed it,

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Poliev and Popularity 


Many informed Americans will agree with 
Chairman Jackson of the Senate subcommit- 
tee on national policy machinery that “no 
task is more urgent than improving the effec- 
tiveness of the Department of State.” But like 
Mr. Jackson, whose committee recently con- 
cluded a two-year study, they will not be too 
certain of just what to do about it. 

The Senator from Washington says the de- 
partment is not doing enough to assert its 
leadership across the whole front of foreign 
policy, nor is it doing enough to staff itself 
for such leadership. <A _ partial corrective 
may be found in the shifts of Administration 
leaders announced Sunday. But Mr. Jackson 
further says State needs more respect for 
comprehensive forward planning, that it is 
“too wedded to a philosophy of reacting to 
problems as they arise.” 

United States foreign policy in recent years 
has frequently been criticized for reacting 
rather than acting. Many critics before Mr. 
Jackson have said ‘hat we should develop 
long-range policies that are based on our best 
understanding of the facts, and that 
should persist in these regardless of tempo- 
rary setbacks. Instead, so the critics have 
asserted, we do nothing until another country 
acts, and then we hastily improvise a policy 
of reaction. 

Unfortunately this has often been the case, 
but finding the remedy is not nearly as 
simple as diagnosing the disease. Some blame 
must be attached to that amorphous entity, 
the people. Thus Norman Graebner, head of 
the history department of the University of 
Illinois, said at an Amercan Assembly confer- 
ence in Columbia, Mo., a few days ago, that 
Secretaries of State have attached undue im- 
portance to the popularity of their policies at 
home,

Maintaining world peace, the speaker de- 
clared, “requires less the popularity of a na- 
tion’s foreign policies at home than the abil- 
ity of these policies, conducted by trusted 
public servants, to-define and protect the 
specific interests of the United States in this 
nation’s conflicts around the globe.’ 

That is true, and vet it is false to the extent 
that the policies must be supported at home 
or they will fail abroad. Take United States 
China policy as an example. The experts who 
had the background to formulate a long-range 
China policy after the Chiang Kai-shek 
debacle of 1949 were hounded from the State 
Department by McCarthy. Chiang’s partisans 
are so strong that the Administration still 
cannot develop a rational China policy. 

The success of a foreign aid policy may de- 
pend less on the preparation of an imagina- 
tive and carefully-reasoned plan than on the 
support of two or three key congressmen 
under pressure from their constituents to op- 
pose all such schemes. On at least two occa- 
sions the State Department tried to bring 
President Tito of Yugoslavia to Washington 
for a state visit but was prevented by the op- 
position of a few influential congressmen who 
had groups of anti-Tito Yugi 
their constituents.

What fs really needed is a greater sophis- 
tication on the part of the American people, 
a greater awareness of what President Ken- 
nedy was talking about when he said at Seat- 
tle that the United States is “neither omnipo- 
tent nor omniscient.” Diplomacy does not 
consist of a moral approach to every prob- 
lem, or the advocacy of a holy war. It consists 
in a realistic appraisal of the power at a na- 
tion’s disposal and the prudent use of that 
power in the nation’s best interest. 

Who is to know what is in the nation's best 
interest? In a free country every man is 
entitled to his opinion; but he is also obliged 
to inform himself, to base his opinion on fact 
and not on prejudice or daydreams. If the 
people were informed it would be far easier 
for the State Department to make plans that 
would be assured of popular support. 

A whole apparatus is required—a Presi- 
dent who will take the lead in explaining the 
facts, as Mr. Kennedy is now doing: such 
changes in the State Department as will con- 
tribute to efficiency and the employment of 
the best talent available, and a program that 
will provide the public, in Mr. Jackson’s 
words, with a “clearer understanding of 
where our vital national interests lie andwhat 
we must do to promote them.” a 

That means education. If the publie-under- 
stands the facts it will not be too diffienlt to 
translate that understanding into forceful, in- 
telligent policies.

Two New Cities 

Talk of creating two new municipalities in 
south St. Louis eounty may reflect legitimate 
local needs that can be satisfied only in this 
way. And then again it may not. Supervisor 
McNary and the County Council ought to 
make it their business to find out. 

One of the new cities would be in a rela- 
tively large and open area south of Lindbergh 
boulevard to the Meramec river between 
Gravois avenue and Lemay Ferry road. The 
other would be in the more populous Lemay 
area, to. the northeast, where there has been 
incorporation talk for. at least five years. This 
segment of unincerporated territory has 
about 52,000 people, or slightly more than 
University City, the county’s most populous 
municipality; and it is built up with proper- 
ties assessed at more than $100,000,000, which 
ought to be enough to support a fairly high 
standard of municipal activity. 

If improved local service is the goal of 
those who are behind these moves, perhaps 
the county government itself might bring 
about that improvement and make the new 
cities unnecessary, particularly in the Lind- 
bergh-Meramec-Gravois area. As a general 
rule further balkanization of the county is 
undesirable. | 

It may be; of course, that the people of 
bath areas need and desire a service level be- 
yond the county’s means. In that case incor- 
poration may be the answer for the moment. 


On the other hand, if the aim of those who 
are leading these movements is to evade the 
county’s zoning regulations, then Mr. McNary 
and the Council should be prepared to fight 
them, particularly if potential industrial sites 
may be lost to subdividers. The first thing is 
for Mr. McNary and the Councilmen to de- 
termine precisely what both sets of pro 
ponents are up to. 


18 Missourians in 100 


Americans over 65 are going to produce 
more for the national economy in the next 
few decades than ever before, or become the 
heaviest burden on it they have ever been, 
one or the other. Already they number more 
than 16,000,000, nearly 10 per cent of the pop- 
ulation: and their numbers, growing at almost 
twice the rate of the population as a whole, 
are expected to double in the next 40 years. 
Whether they are to be a lift or a drag de- 
pends on the availability of productive work 
for them. 

Toward the solution of one important facet 
of this problem—or opportunity, however one 
chances to view it—Washington University 
plans to contribute with the aid of a $177,000 
grant from the Ford Foundation. An analysis 
will be made of the effectiveness of public 
and private employment services in locating 
jobs for workers who have difficulty in find- 
ing work because of hiring policies which use 
age as a basic criterion. Co-directing the 
project will be Irvin Sobel, professor of eco- 
nomics at Washington U., and Richard C. 
Wilcock, professor at the Institute of Labor 
and Industrial Relations at the University 
of Illinois. 

From their study they hope to be able to 
recommend improvements which will allow 
the employment services to become more 
useful instruments in the placement of older 
workers. Their findings can be especially 
rewarding for Missouri, for in this state the 
percentage of the working population (21 
and over) that is 65 and over is seventh high- 
est among the 50 states, amounting to 18.7 
per cent of our adults. So while it is true 
of all the states, it is particularly true of Mis- 
souri that its gross income, its human pro- 
ductiveness and its economic health will de- 
pend increasingly on jobs for its people over 
65 who are able and willing to work. 


Lest We Forget 

The Rev. Theodore Hesburgh, president of 
Notre Dame University, appended a few 
phrases to the recent Civil Rights Commission 
report condemning brutality and lawlessness 
by police officers. Father Hesburgh’s words, 
employed to draw a distinction between free- 
dom and totalitarianism: 

“Personally, I don't care if the United 
States gets the first man on the moon if,,while 
this is happening on a crash basis, we dawdle 
along here on our corner of the earth, nursing 
our prejudices, flouting our magnificent Con- 
stitution, ignoring the central moral problem 
of our times, and appearing hypocrites to all 
the world.” 

Not much needs to be added to that. 


Birchism as a Blessing 


It seems bizarre to regard members of the 
John Birch Society and others to the right of 
Senator Goldwater as a bane to Republicans 
and a blessing to Democrats. But that is the 
way Richard Nixon says he sees them. And 
he has his reasons. 

The outside right takes a dim view of the 
Fisenhower - Nixon- Rockefeller Republicans 
who have gone a considerable way toward 
the Democratic positions on domestic welfare 
and international responsibility, an attitude 
which clashes with the individualism, protec- 
tionism and isolationism of those who make 
the extreme right so very wrong. There are 
so few of them that they ought not to make 
very much difference on election day, but 
they could have a strong influence in pre- 
election campaigning. 

They have more money than votes. Most 
of them can afford $100 dinners, and they 
are adept in other ways of raising campaign 
funds. So right-wing Republicans are likely 
to have the most adequate campaign chests, 
and more moderate candidates may talk like 
right-wingers to pay for billboards and radio 
time. And in progressive California, the more 
rightist: the Republicans seem to be, the 
harder it will be for Mr. Nixon to capture 
the governorship. 

The blessing inherent in this dilemma, of 
course, is that it may induce more Repub- 
licans to line up in favor of changes in cam- 
paign financing. Realizing that money plays 
too large a role in elections, they may recog- 
nize the desirability of a new set of rules 
along the lines repeatedly suggested by the 
late Senator Hennings. Recommendations for 
such reforms are expected from President 
Kennedy’s commission now studying cam- 
paign financing. Thanks to the Birchers, 
more Republicans may be ready to approve 
the expected Democratic program. And that 
would be only a seeming example of the way 
in which politics makes strange bedfellows, 
since campaign financing—distinguished from 
campaigning—ought to be as nearly as pos- 
sible non-political. 


Goodby, Eagle, Goodby 

The Kirkwood “Eagle” has had it. Effec- 
tive Dec. 15 the Missouri Pacific will be per- 
mitted to kill off its commuter service to 
Maplewood, Webster, Kirkwood and points 
west. And while this may have been inevi- 
table given the murderous competition of 
the private automobile, still the train’s im- 
pending demise is chargeable in part to other 
causes as well. 

For one thing, the railroad management 
was either unwilling or unable to adjust to 
the times. With about. a dozen stops sched- 
uled between Kirkwood and the inconven- 
iently-located (for downtown commuters) 
Union Station, the line was operated on the 
assumption, valid last in the 1890s, that the 
automobile hadn’t been invented and that 
passengers had to walk or bicycle to their 
stations. Thus to the frustrations of riding a 
poorly lighted old-fashioned coach was added 
the far more serious impediment of a very 
slow trip. 

A few years hence when Interstate High- 
way 44 is opened over a radial roughly paral- 
leling the route of che dying Eagle, a motor- 
ist should be able to drive downtown from 
Kirkwood in half the time it would take by 
train. .Imagination,,plenty of capital and 
determined selling would be required to stand 
up to such competition, and fortunately for 
the Missouri Pacific that is one problem it 
won't have to face.

The United States now has more 
than 100,000 megatons of bombs; 20,000 
megatons is enough to destroy the So- 
viet Union.

The over-kill capabilities of both 
sides are now so great that further de 
velopment of weapons or construction 
of fall-out shelters cannot lead to safe- 
ty. Instead, these militaristic activities 
would increase our danger by increas- 
ing the likelihood of war.

It is the failure to ask, or at any rate 
to emphasize, questions like these that 
makes Mr. Peltason's book disappoint- 
ing to a lawyer.

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FEW DAYS AGO IN SEATTLE the President argued that he 

would not surrender to or appease the Soviet Union, and that 

he would try to negotiate with it. Later, Senator Goldwater 
restated the central thesis of his foreign policy, which is that 
we shall be failing in our conflict with the Soviet Union until the 
President declares that his objective is ‘‘victory.”’ 


This theory has recently been 
expounded at length by Life 
magazine. ‘‘Mere ‘patience and 
firmness’,”’ it says, “have been 
unable to stOp «umes 
the one-way 
course of the 
cold war.” It 
then goes on to 
say that ‘no 
Western gov- 
ernment has yet 
made the win- 
ning of the cold 


war and thus

ficial policy. Yet the United 


States is in the cold war by Com- 
munist decree; and, as Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur has said, ‘it 
is fatal to enter any war with- 
out the will to win it.” Why then 
hasn't the United States openly 
made it our official policy to 
win the cold war—and thereby 
put the world on active notice 
of our intent that Communism 
will recede?”’ 

A close reading of this quota- 
tion will show that it begins with 
a clarion call for the actual de- 
feat of Communism and ends 
with a less-than-clarion call that 
“Communism will recede.”” No 
one knows better than Gen, Mac- 
Arthur, the hero of the Inchon 
landing, which forced the North 
Koreans back to the Thirty- 
eighth parallel, that there is a 
world of difference between forc- 
ing an adversary to recede and 
imposing a defeat upon him. 


Victory’s Fearful Price. 


The Western governments 
know this, For they have been 
through it all before. The argu- 
ment now raised by Senator 
Goldwater is an old one and 
their experience with the Gold- 
water policy covers the two 
world wars. If Senator Gold- 
water knew more about history, 
he would realize that what he 
wants the United States and its 
allies to do is once again make 
their objective the unconditional 
surrender of the adversary. 


In the First World War Wilson 
wanted to negotiate a peace, he 
wanted “‘peace without victory.” 
The Goldwaters of that time 
howled him down, and the war 
went on for that ghastly year in 
which the flower of French, 
British, and German manhood 
was decimated, In the end the 
Germans were defeated abso- 
lutely and at frightful cost, and 
out of that victory came the dic- 
tated peace of Versailles. In the 
aftermath was Adolf Hitler. 

In the Second World War the 
allies compounded the fatal mis- 
take of unconditional surrender 
by the equally fatal mistake, 
caused by the memory of the 
massacres of 1917, of trying to 


avoid war by appeasement. The 
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two great lessons of the war are. 
first, that you cannot deal with 
an aggressor by appeasement 
and, second, that you cannot 
make a livable peace by uncon- 


*<= ditional surrender. 


s A Policy That Failed. 


The Western governments, in- 


'cluding our own, have had this 
| experience and they have learned 
' these lessons. That is why they 


are defending West Berlin. They 
will not surrender it to obtain 
quiet. And that is why they are 
not calling for the unconditional 


surrender of the Soviet Union, 
but are preparing to negotiate 
with it. 


“Life,” in plumping for a poli- 
cy which has failed disastrously 
in two world wars, is moved by 
the belief that mere patience 
and firmness have been unable 
to stop “the one-way course of 
the cold war.” I submit that this 
is bad reporting, that it is un- 
true that the cold war is on a 
“one-way course” in favor of 
Communism. 

In the great central regions of 
the Western world, there is now 
underway a renaissance of vi- 
tality, the like of which has not 
been seen for generations. It is 
to lack perspective to talk as if 
the cold war were going to be 
won or lost in Cuba or Viet Nam. 

The real issue is the conflict 
and competition of the Soviet 
Union plus China with Western 
Europe plus North America. In 
this contest, we have every rea- 
son to think that we are ad- 
vancing. The growth of Soviet 
industry is now fully matched 
by the growth of Western Euro- 
pean industry. And in agricul- 
ture the superiority of the West 
is so great that Red China in 
its desperate hunger has already 
begun to put out feelers for help 
from the West. 


Patience and Vision. 


Communism cannot be made 
to recede in Eastern Europe by 
demanding the unconditional sur- 
render of the Soviet Union. East- 
ern Europe has not forgotten 
the German invasions and it 
needs for its security a balance 
of power between East and West. 


But Communism will recede 
if, as we consolidate the Atlan- 
tic community, we also reduce 
the threat of war between East 
and West. Abounding prosper- 
ity and freedom in the West will 
act aS an enormous magnet upon 
Eastern Europe. The reduction 
of the threat of war will relax 
the grip of the Soviet Union 
upon the satellites. 

Patience and firmness are in- 
dispensable. But there must be 
also constructive statesmanship 
which can foresee the future 
that can be made and can re- 
member the lessons of the past.

The pair oi concerts played by 
the St. Louis Symphony Orches- 
tra in Kiel Auditorium over the 
weekend . proved to be striking 
demonstrations of virtuoso con- 
ducting by .the veteran artist, 
Leopold Stokowski. 

Those who deplore the promi- 
nence of the conductor 
chestral and operatic perform- 
ances believe that the composer 


should be first in the hearts and | 


the minds of an audience, since 
without him there would be no 
music. But whether Stokowski 
received too little or too much 
attention is an academic matter 


in this instance. He did justice | 


to the music. 


In the case of Wagner's over- 
ture and Venusberg music from 
the opera ‘“Tannhaeuser” he did 
more in perceiving its special 
character and bringing it to ra- 
diant life. 

The orgiastic fury of the bac- 
chanalian scene is wholly sensu- 
ous in its color, movement and 
intensity and in its dramatic 
contrast to the chant of the pil- 
grims. The opposition of sacred 
and profane leve provides the dy- 
namics for most of Wagner's 
operas, and these elements 
should be presented without 
emotional restraint and they 
were so presented by Conductor 
Stokowski and the orchestra. 

The conductor had the right 
feeling for the music and a pe- 
culiar skill in combining the 
weight and color of the instru- 
ments to produce a richness of 
texture and in keeping the line 
sustained. The short but highly 
poetic vocal parts of the Venus- 
berg scene were sung by mem- 
bers of the Washington Univer- 
sity Civic Chorus. 

The orchestra also gave at 
both concerts a sweeping, ani- 
mated and finely particularized 
statement of the Shostakovitch 
Symphony No. 1 in F Minor. 
This inventive score has some- 
thing for everybody, and though 
scarcely profound, its piquancy 
of harmony and instrumentation 
gives it an individualized char- 
acter on which the composer 
has never improved, 

A suite from ‘The Blackamoor 
of Peter the Great’? by Arthur- 
Vincent Lourie, a Russian-born 
composer now living in the 
United States, is a sparkling 
ballet score which was less than 
compelling as pure music despite 
an excellent performance. The 
concert began with Moussorg- 
sky’s ‘“‘Night on Bald Mountain.”

HELD IN NEW DELHI

NEW DELHI, Nov. 27—An 
open Communion service cele- 
brated in accordance with the 
Anglican rite was offered here 
yesterday under the aegis of the 
World Council of Churches. 

In open Communion all worship- 
ers who are baptized adult mem- 
bers of churches may partake 
of the sacrament. 


Many church leaders here re- 
gard the services as an impor- 
tant breakthrough in the quest 
for a reunited Christendom. Not 
all of the 2000 worshipers re- 
ceived the sacrament however. 
Notable among these were the 
representatives of the Eastern 
Orthodox churches and some 
Lutheran delegates. 


The Eastern Orthodox church 
holds that since there is only 
one church and thus one Com- 
munion there can be no inter- 
communion. Among Lutherans 
the custom varies and some con- 
servative Lutherans even refuse 
to partake of Communion with 
other Lutherans. 

Traditionally the Church of 
England has barred open Com- 
munion but in recent years it 
has relaxed to permit its cele- 
bration in major ecumenical 
gatherings. 

At the second World Council 
meeting in Evanston, IIl., in 
1954 the official Communion 
service followed Methodist prac- 


|tice, At the first assembly in 
Amsterdam, the Netherlands, the 


official service was in accord 
with the custom of the Reformed 
Church in that country. Here, as 
in the two previous assemblies, 
opportunities are made avail- 
able for separate service accord- 
ing to the needs of the various | 
churches. 

The council represents 198 
Protestant and Eastern Orthodox 
church bodies in some 60 
countries. 

The problem of _intercom- 
munion— vital to the achieve- 
ment of church union—is likely 
to become a major issue in the 
deliberative sessions of the Coun- 
cil that begin Thursday, The as- 
sembly is scheduled to end Dec. 
5.

Joan Sutherland had just fin- 
ished the first half of her mad 
scene in Donizetti's

| perfectly placed high E flat. It 
was not a tiny, tentative, mouse- 
| like E flat. It was full, strong and 
| directly on pitch. It took almost 


five minutes before order was re- * 


stored. 

Then Miss Sutherland went into 
“Spargi d’Amaro Pianto,” fin- 
ishing the scene, and again the 
house erupted for 12 minutes. 
Miss Sutherland took 10 curtain 
calls, and from the sixth she re- 


ceived a spontaneous standing 
ovation. 


It would take a long memory 
to recall a_ similarly finished, 
virtuosic piece of singing in 
“Lucia,” and Miss Sutherland’s 
work in her Metropolitan Opera 
debut upheld her reputation as 
the greatest singing technician 
before the public. 

There have been others of this 
generation who have had bigger 
voices. Milanov, Tebaldi or 
Nilsson can produce more vol- 
ume. There are others who may 
have a sweeter quality of tone, 
De Los Angeles, say, or Price. 
There is none around who has 
the combination of technique, 
vocal security, clarity and finesse 
that Miss Sutherland can sum- 
mon, 

She seemed to save her resour- 
ces for the mad scene. In the 
first two acts she seemed a lit- 
tle tentative, and occasionally 
she wavered from the pitch. In 
the sextet her voice at moments 
of climax soared out over the 
ensemble. This took some doing, 
as Richard Tucker was in excep- 
tionally loud voice. More and 
more he is beginning to bellow 
rather than sing. 
| By the third act, Miss Suther- 
land was flawless. Her cadenza 
with the flute in the mad scene 
was as exciting a piece of sing- 
ing as the lyric stage can show 
today. Her well-articulated trills, 
the precision of her scales, the 
security in her upper range, and, 
in addition, the good size of her 
voice were a throwback to a 
style of singing that is supposed 
to be extinct.

Cookie Baking Problems? 
Here Are Pointers 


Which May Give Answers

TOO EARLY TO THINK about Christmas cookies? Not one day 


too soon for the planning stages. 


Right now, before you become 


completely bogged down with shopping and pre-holiday houseclean- 
ing, is the time to take a few minutes to make certain you are all 
set when the big baking day comes. 


Need to replenish any of 
your baking equipment—cookie 
sheets, pastry wheels, rolling 
pins, cookie presses or other 
paraphernalia? Need to study 
your techniques? Have any prob- 
lems last year? If so, perhaps 
you can discover why, and how 
to avoid them, by checking the 
following question - and - answer 
quiz. ' 

It would be a smart idea to 
clip this story and file it away 
with your cookie recipes for 
ready reference when your 
cookie project gets under way. 
But before you do so, sit down 
for a few minutes and really 
study it. Don’t just skim 
through it, but read it thought- 
fully, underscoring any points 
which have given you trouble 
in the past. You probably won't 
have time for this sort of pe- 
rusal later; that is the whole 
point of bringing the quiz to 
you now. 

Incidentally, you will note that 
the story includes only two basic 
recipes. As the holiday season 
grows nearer, watch the food 
sections of this newspaper for 
more cookie recipes, both old 
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and new. Today's article is 
more concerned with procedures 
than with detailed recipes. Read 
and heed—and here's to the best 
Christmas cookies you have 
ever made. 


Q. I like to make animal 
cookies for my children, but | 
always have so much trouble 
rolling out the dough so that it 
doesn’t stick to the board 
rolling pin. What can I do? 

A. There are three answers to 
this problem: 

(1) Use a good tested recipe. 

(2) Chill the dough in the re- 
frigerator at least three hours 
or over night before attempting 
to roll it. 

(3) Roll the dough out on a 
lightly floured pastry canvas 
with a stockinette covered roll- 
ing pin.

Q. How can I make drop cook- 
ies so that they are uniform in 
size? 

A. An easy way is to chill the 
dough in the refrigerator for 
several hours. Then divide the

It is best to grease cookie 
sheets that are not made of 
aluminum. Aluminum _ cookie 
sheets do not have to be greased 
if there is shortening in the 
cookie recipe.

Q. Can you give some sugges- 
tions for making meringue cook- 
les successfully? 

A. Use a good tested recipe. 
(The proportion of about five 
tablespoons of sugar per egg 
white is correct.) 

Beat the egg whites until they 
are foamy, but not stiff. 
add the sugar gradually and beat 
the meringue until it is very 
stiff and glossy. (An electric 
mixer is a must). Bake at a low 


temperature, about 275 to 300 
degrees. 
Q. Can you give some sugges- 


tions for making press cookies 
successfully ? 

A. Prepare dough which is the 
right consistency. 

Fill the press only half full 
while you are learning. (It's 
easier to manipulate.) Stand the 
press upright on its feet on a 
cool, ungreased cookie sheet. 

Learn to press out just enough 
dough to make firm contact with 
the cookie sheet. Then lift the 
press and the cookie will cut off. 


Q. What is the right consisten- 
cy of dough for a cookie press? 


A. It should be soft and pili- 
able, neither stiff and crumbly 
nor soft and sticky when it is 
molded into a ball with the 
hands. 

To insure dough of the right 
consistency: 

1. Follow the 
manufacturer’s 
exactly. 


2. Use standard measuring 
cups and spoons and level meas- 
urements. (Beware of the 
“liquid measure’ cup which, if 
filled to the very top, will give 
you an extra measurement.) 

3. Use all-purpose flour and 
sift it before you measure it. 

4. Add the flour gradually; 
then feel the dough. Sometimes 
it is necessary to omit a table- 
spoon or two of flour and other 
times necessary to add it be- 
cause different brands of flour 
a@bsorb§ different amounts of 
liquid. 

Also, there is a difference in 
the size of eggs, which provide 
the liquid in the recipe.

Subsidy, Culture 
Are ‘Dirty Words’ 


NEW YORK, Nov. 27. 

CULTURE IN THIS COUNTRY is in the Brick and Mortar 
phase, or halfway toward the Museum Epoch, or, I'd say, 
one third of the way toward Fossilization, which is where it 
is in Europe. In Asia, of course, they’re even further ahead 
of us, being, in fact, in the 
age of Crumbling Ruins 
into which archeologists 
peer and wonder how 
those primitive peoples get 
such huge stones into such 
interesting positions and 
what it all meant, 

We're well behind Asia 
in this matter. We haven't 
even built the temples to 
fall into ruins yet. But 
we're sure trying. In New 
York last week the Lincoln 
Center for the Performing 
Arts unveiled plans for its 
Repertory Theater and in 
Washington, where Presi- 
dent Kennedy threw his 
own prestige into the 
breach, the National Cul- 
tural Center, which will 
eventually coalesce into a 
75,000,000 Pantheon of the 
performing arts, opened a fund-raising drive. Both these 
splendid edifices—Lincoln Center and the National Cultural 
Center on the Potomac—will (if they ever get them built, 
which is by no means certain) one day make terribly inter 
esting Crumbling Ruins over which archeologists will specu- 
late: ‘“‘How on earth do you suppose those primitive people 
built such an enormous arch and what do you suppose they 


did in there?’’

This last question already agitates and embar- 
rasses the sponsors. Lincoln Center in New York is 
much farther along and at a luncheon last week Elia 
Kazan, who will direct the first plays to be put into 
the Repertory Theater, attempted to answer this em- 
barrassing questiog to some degree. There will be two 
or three plays in the repertory when the theater opens 
in 1963, but no one knows what plays they'll be. ”

The Cultural Center is 
now in the hands of what I like to think of as “‘the fund- 
raising people,” notably Rogers Stevens, a great, expert in 
these matters, who when asked what would go in this immense 
and beautiful shell, instantly suggested Leonard Bernstein and 
the Philharmonic.

There are, I recognize, subversive sentiments in a 
capitalist democracy and | shall now proceed to he 
even more subversive and suggest that what we really 
need in this country is a subsidy for the arts, all of 
them, as is given in just about every civilized country 
in the world. Subsidy has been a dirty word for 150 
years in the culture dodge in this country, but it is my 
feeling (and my hope) that if we just put it on paper 
often enough it’ll lose its shock value. After all, the 
novelists got all those four-letter words into common 
usage in the last 25 years and perhaps if we start 
kicking the word subsidy around in mixed company 
(that is, before both Republicans and Democrats) per- 
haps we’ll get mature about that, too. 


President Kennedy is the best friend culture (another 
dirty word) has had in the White House since Thomas Jeffer- 
son. He feels strongly that the country owes a debt of grati- 
tude toward its artists. He even feels that these people will 
loom larger over the decades than the politicians and the busi- 
ness men—a heretical thought if I ever heard one. In a brief 
but spirited talk to the advisory council and trustees of the 
Cultural Center, the President slyly pointed out that the Soviet 
Union has made ‘‘a major effort’ in supporting the arts. If 
there’s one sure way to get dough out of the populace or out 
of Congress in this country, it is by suggesting that the Soviet 
Union got there ahead of us. 

In fact, if we start kicking it around right now, we might 
get the culture lag built into a major campaign issue by 1962. 
Just the same I think it’s childish and immoral to be so horri- 
fied by the thought of cultural subsidies (to get two dirty 
words into Juxtaposition). We ought to subsidize the arts— 
composers, sculptors, poets, painters, playwrights, actors, 
Singers, dancers—and not simply architects and builders. 
Or missile makers. 


Mr. Kennedy took the nation a great stride for- 
ward toward recognizing the general respectability of 
culture by inviting Pablo Casals to perform in front of 
a distinguished group of musicians, composers, and 
thinkers at the White House. It was a great day all 
right, even though a White House pundit gioomily pre- 
dicted editorials in the boondocks to the effect that

A FEW MONTHS AGO I re- 
ceived a letter from a student 
asking me to express my views 
on the moral standards of young 
people today. He said that he 
had read a great deal on the 
subject and that the consensus 
of most newspaper and maga- 
zine articles seemed to be that 
“tall teen-agers and most college 
students are rotten.” 

Naturally I could not agree 
with this absurd view nor with 
any of the other wide, sweep- 
ing generalizations about young 
people. I do not believe that 


they are “‘losing their sense of 
values,” to parrot the cliche of 
our times. The phrase used to 
be ‘‘going to the dogs.” I do not 


believe that American youth are 
failing to keep up intellectually 
or spiritually, with the young 
people in other countries.

[I look on tne young people to- 
day with admiration which bor- 
ders on amazement. Their inter- 
est in world affairs, their com- 
munity participation, their poise

This does not mean that I con- 
done the young punks and thugs 
who snatch purses, steal cars, 
commit crimes.

FORT LEONARD WOOD, Mo., 
Nov. 27. 

THE FASTEST GROWING 
community in Missouri is Fort 
Leonard Wood. Since being des- 
ignated, a permanent military 
establishment in March 1956, it 
has been expanding so rapidly 
that in just five years it has be- 
come the state’s sixth largest 
community. 

Sprawling over 71,000 acres in 
south-central Missouri, 130 miles 
southwest. of St. Louis, Fort 
Wood today has a military and 
civilian population of 40,000, in- 
cluding 16,000 new trainees, The 
military and civilian payroll is 
$47,000,000 a year. 

In addition, payrolls of con- 
tractors working on projects at 
the fort totaled $30,000,000 in 
the last four years. New con- 
struction, at the rate of $10,000,- 
000 a year, will bring the value 
of the post to more than $200,- 
000,000 when completed. 

“Five years ago military peo- 
ple sent to Fort Wood were 
about as enthusiastic about the 
place as they would be about 
Siberia,’’ said Maj. R. A. Sell, 
information officer. ‘‘But things 
are looking up all the time. 
This will really be quite a place 
in the next few years.”’ 

As construction of permanent 
buildings to replace old tempo- 
rary structures goes on steadily, 
Fort Wood has the air of a city 
in ‘the making. Apartment-style 
three-story brick barracks are 
replacing old wooden units. 

The new post will also have 
about 3000 permanent family 
dwellings for officers and non- 
commissioned officers. Of this 
number 1329 are completed and 


fully occupied; 700 more will be 
completed and occupied by Jan. 
1; and 800 are now under con- 
struction. 

Within a few years it is ex- 
pected that not a single old 
wooden temporary building will 
remain on the post. 

Besides being the fastest 
growing community in_ the 
state, Fort Wood is the world’s 
largest engineering training 
center. One of the three major 
posts in the Fifth U. S. Army 
area, it supports the U. S. Army 
Training Center, Engineer, an 
intricate regimental system that 
trains recruits in basic combat, 
advanced individual engineering 
and such specialties as drafting, 
carpentry, food service, auto 
mechanics and heavy machine 
operation. Fort Wood is also the 
home of the 18th Engineer 
Brigade; it has one of the two 
reception stations in the Fifth 
Army area, and has a U. §&. 
Army hospital: 


Named for Maj. Gen. Leon- 
ard Wood, holder of the Con- 
gressional Medal of Honor for 
bravery in the campaign 
against. the Apache Indian 
chief, Geronimo, Fort Wood 
gained its first fame in World 
War II. Begun in 1940, the 
post was the training ground 
for a succession of divisions 
sent into World War II com- 
bat. After the Japanese sur- 
render in 1945, the number of 
troops assigned to Fort Wood 
dropped steadily and all train- 
ing halted in March 1946. 


For the next 10 years. Fort 
Wood was used in various train- 
ing programs but it was not 
until March 21, 1956, that it was 
declared a permanent post and 
the mammoth program of per-

mament construction was mapped 
out. So ambitious are the plans 
for Fort Wood that final con- 
struction of the many projects 
probably will not be completed 
until 1974. 

Now a city in itself, and self- 
sufficient in all respects, Fort 
Wood residents have their own 
schools, churches, a fire depart- 
ment and a bank. Available 
through the post exchange and 
the commissary shopping center 
are barber and beauty shops, 
laundry service, watch and 
radio repair and supermarket 
facilities. Branches of the main 
post exchange provide easy 
shopping facilities for all mili- 
tary personnel and their de- 
pendents. 

Because of the isolated loca- 
tion of the post in the rugged 
Ozark terrain of Pulaski county, 
efforts have been made to pro- 
vide every possible recreational 
activity. The fort has its own 
football field, a baseball field, 
a fieldhouse, five softball fields, 
12 bowling lanes, two Olympic- 
size swimming pools, an 18-hole 
golf course, a_ golf driving 
range, a skating rink, an archery 
range, 12 tennis courts and five 
theaters. Six libraries draw a 
daily average attendance of 1268 
persons and there is an average 
nightly theater attendance of 
about 3000. About 36,000 persons 
use the swimming pools. 

For a small charge men can 
rent golf clubs, tennis rackets, 
badminton rackets, horseshoes, 
fishing rods, flat bottom boats 
and shotguns. There is good 


Debt and Taxes in Hollywood

WHAT WITH LOS ANGELES 
chapters of Gamblers Anony- 
mous, Alcoholic Anonymous, 
Narcotics Anonymous and other 
clubs for persons with compul- 
sive habits, it was only a matter 
of time before someone would 
come up with the idea of a 
Hollywood branch of Debtors 
Anonymous. The men with this 
idea—half joke and half serious 
—are Phil Sterling and Wayne 
Hughes, young executives of 
Financial Secretary, an organi- 
zation which budgets the money 
for more than 300 Hollywood per- 
sons. | 

“The big problem .in Holly- 
wood today is that just about 
everybody here is 90 days 
away from bankruptcy,” Sterling 
said at lunch the other day. 

“Do you know that 72 per 
cent of Hollywood people have 
no type of budget at all? It’s 
disgraceful,” said: Sterling. 
“We're developing a nation of 
money alcoholics — people who 
don't enjoy being out of debt. 
They get out and they’re right 
back in. They don’t feel secure 
unless they're in debt. That’s 
why we're thinking of starting a 
group here called Debtors An- 
onymous.”’ 

Sterling and Hughes frowned. 
is the single biggest 


problem in Hollywood today,” 


‘said Sterling. ‘“‘You read in the 


papers about all these divorces 
. .It’s not sex problems that are 
at the: foot of it, it’s another car. 


another boat, another plane, 
another big expenditure.” 

“Like another woman?” | 
suggested. 

“No,” said Wayne 
“Hollywood people just 
know how to manage their 
money. They have business 
managers to handle their prob- 
lems and unravel them, but it’s 
folly to think that someone else 
can solve your financial prob- 
lems.”’ 

‘What he means,” interrupted 
Hughes, “is that if all income 
ceased, everyone in Hollywood 
would be bankrupt.”’ 

“Right,”” said Sterling. ‘‘Peo- 
ple everywhere think all their 
problems would be solved if 
they had more money. The fact, 
and the example here, is. that 
money doesn’t solve problems. 
The big stars are like dope 
fiends. The more money they 
get, the more they need. I know 
an actor with a $100,000-a-year 
income who can’t pay the maid 
and the grocer at the end of the 
month.”’« 

“It’s not taxes that are the 
problem,”’ said Hughes. ‘The 
big problem is lack of an organ- 
ized system. I give you Parkin- 
son’s Second Law: Expenditures 
rise to meet and exceed income 
without. control.” 

Parkinson's Second Law as de- 
livered by Hughes sounded more 
like an ultimatum than a thesis. 
“The big trouble is that most 
stars have contracts and live on 
income they don’t yet have,” 
continued Hughes.

Galvanized Vessels 


LIVE AND LEARN, the adage says. Every doctor en- 
counters questions we can’t answer offhand. So we keep 
studying, checking up on our memories, using reference books, 
prio. ee who have specialized knowledge. 
aia What about a question 
like this one: 


Dear Doctor: We 
have a church fellow- 
ship that holds parties, 
picnics, etc., and we 
make lemonade in a 
galvanized tub. 

No one has been sick 
but me. Maybe I am 
allergic to metal poi- 
son. My friends made 
fun of me when I said 
they were required by 

DR. MOLNER the pyre food laws to 
dump all lemonade sit- 
ting in metal containers. In 1917 at the Kansas State 
Fair, I watched officers dump dozens of metal tubs 
containing lemonade. 
Has the law found that they were wrong back 
there, 44 years ago? FELLOWSHIP MEMBER. 


I asked for help on this—and received the aid of two 
friends in this field who agreed that galvanized tubs or pails 
are NOT proper for mixing lemonade or other such drinks, 
and are NOT good for cooking food. 

Acid foods or drink may dissolve some of the zinc. A gal- 
vanized container, of course, is made of iron but coated with 
zinc to prevent rust. It is excellent for that purpose, It is 
good for eaves, troughs, scrub pails or such. 

But when acid is present, then the zinc may begin to 
dissolve. 

It MAY dissolve enough zinc to make some people fee! ill. 
Generally, this is not a dangerous form of poisoning, but if 
it is sufficient to make some persons feel ill, it’s serious 
enough to avoid. 

Lemons, oranges and other fruits are acid, in varying 
degree. The acid eats into the metal, whereas plain water 
doesn’t. 


One of my advisers came up with this example 
from a book by Dr. William D. McNally: “The cook- 
ing of food in galvanized iron vessels may dissolve 
enough zinc to cause poisoning. Apples cooked in a 
galvanized iron vessel caused illness of 200 people a 
few minutes after eating applesauce. The chief symp- 
toms were dizziness, sickness, colic, tightness of the 
throat, and diarrhea.” 


So, don’t use galvanized kettles for food. But also don’t 
worry about tin cans. Tin isn’t zinc. It is used to coat the 
iron of tin cans because it DOESN’T react with foodstuffs.
